Thus, the new claims woul 
require further consideration by the examiner. Regarding the arguments that the references do not suggest the amounts of swelling 
materials claimed in the independent claims, it is specifically noted that Wolf teaches using metal salts in a preferred amount of 0.05-2.5% 
by weight (col. 4 lines 23-27), and Lane teaches ratios of anticaking agent to metal salt as low as 2:1 . This gives a preferred endpoint of 
0.1% by weight anticaking agent. 
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
